OF GAS_ ATTACK 


Prominent Student and De- 
bater Gives Account of Fight 


in Belleau Wood

During that time 
we .were not permitted to send or re- 
ceive letters, which were not cen- 
sored, we were not permitted to re- 
ceive our friends, nor could we have 
newspapers-or books.

no-chance to clean up, not as much 
S3 a toothbrush, nor a chanco to 
change our clothes.

deserves sincere commendation for its efforts" to rehabilitate ; 


our wounded and disabled soldiers. And so successful have they 
been in their work to restore^disabled soldiers and sailors to use- 
ful production, that many""fofesighte'd 'employers and public- 
spirited citizens have been made to realize the possibility of sal- 
vaging thousands of iiuIustriaJ wrecks; to once again make these 
workers useful members in society. 


As we emerge from the "sacrificial"-spirit, which has been 


a part of America for the past four years, we can no longer ex- 
pect private organizations to provide for the returning soldiers. 
Nor is it desirable. 
Soldiers in a healthy condition will find em- 


ployment. They will not suffer, once returned to civil life, for 
they are fully capable of providing for themselves. But not so 
with the disabled soldier or sailor. And unless he is trained in 
some useful 'trade, he will, perforce, become dependent upon soci- 
ety for his living. 
• 


Some people will suggest that we pension these men;,others 


will advise that the government place them in sinecures. 
But 


• the really thoughfui person will be contented with nothing less 


than that these disabled men be put in the care of vocational 


• experts—at the expense of the federal government—to be train- 


ed in some skilled occupation. In the last analysis, the average 
human being prefers earning his living to being supported. This 
much is certain; there is nothing that one appreciates more than 
the wage, or reward, earned by the "sweat of his brow," just as 
it is patent that there is nothing that so undermines one's morale 
as being made a subject of charity. Pension the crippSed man 
and he remains an economic liability for the rest of his life;] 
teach him to work with his hands, or brains, and he not only be- 
comes independent and self-respecting, but becomes an asset— 
a contributor to the annual product. 


We need not however limit our rehabilitation-work to sol- 


diers and sailors alone, for there are thousands of men and wom- 
en who have been cast out upon the labor scrap heap, and there- 
by reduced almost to mendacity, because of some industrial ac- 
cident which, in a majority of cases, was no fault of their own. 
Reconstruction should not be made to apply solely to restoring 
devastated lands, ruined homes, or other tangible property. It 
should, primarily, concern itself with human beings. It is this 
problem that is bound to precipitate difficult obstacles, which! 


are to live in this 
democratic people 


with- our new sound ideals we must 
understand the real meaning of our 
Dr. Simon's teaching, which is by 
him introduced from the same old 
world where it has been originated 
and stamp it out before it comes to 
the mind-of people'who are not in- 
formed and have forgotten their "ex- 
periences in the1 old world. 


If the American people or some 


aristocratic class of the American 
people follow up such antagonistic 
propaganda against den/ocratie peo- 
ples or nationalities freely on the 
European style, and oppress people 
freely to the satisfaction of some 
privileged classes as it has been 
done in the old world we better start 
out 'Columbus on a voyage to dis- 
cover a new continent.

Economics Department 


Leaves for Palestine 


• Miss Vera Spiimey, a graduate of 


the Home Economics department of 
the university, has decided that be- 
ing a dietitian in foreign countries 
is by far more interesting than do- 
ing food research work in Washing- 
ton, 


Miss Spinney lived in Goodland, 


Ind., until her graduation from high 
school. 
Then she, her mother, .and 


'her younger sister, Helen, "moved .to 
Madison, . where she attended the 
university. 
During her college life 


Miss Spinney was made a member 
of the Omicron Ny sorority. 
She 


graduated from the university, June, 
1916, after this going to Montreal, 
Canada, where she instructed in die- 
tetics, for three months. While here 
she received her call to1 Washington. 
In Washington she was given charge 
of an officer's home and she had the 
entire care in her hands. 
Besides 


this ehe gave several lecturea on 
food and food values. 


Nov. 1, 1918, Miss Spinney left 


the states for France, with a Eed 
Cross unit. 
On her w_ay she stopped 


in England to investigate the food 
problem. 
Then she continued on 


her way to Prance. 
In Prance she 


aided with reconstruction and had 
many very interesting experiences. 
In her letters she ."writes about 
teaching the American soldiers how 
to cook and do some other things 
which will make "housekeeping" on 
the Rhine easier for them. 
Besides 


this, she went among the French 
families and helped them in every 
way possible. 


About the first of February, how- 


ever, Miss Spinney decided that she 
would like to see a little more of the 
world so she accepted the position 
offered her, and left for Palestine 
with a commission of sixty other of- 
ficials and Red Cross workers. 


Her last letter was postmarked 


Some and told about her new posi- 
tion. 
She is to plan and supervise 


meals for the commission just as 
she was taught to do in Wisconsin. 
Much of her dealings will be with 
the natives, for she hires all 'the 
servants and does tho marketing 
personally. 
This last mission will 


last for at least six months and 
promises to be very interesting, for 
work in Palestine is different from 
that in any other country. 
Miss 


Spinney is only one of the Wiscon- 
sin girls in service, but has gone the 
farthest of any of them.

The senate Committee on corpora- 


tions will prqbably recommend lor 
defeat Senator Oscar L. Olson's bill 
providing for counties to maintain 
the premiums on the war risk insur- 
ance policies of their soldiers, sail- 


i ors-ar.d marines for two years after 


j their discharge, not, however, with- 


out agreeing that some" arrange- 
ments should be made by the federal 
government to assist the men in 
keeping up their insurance. 


Senator Olson, arguing before the 


committee in favor of the bill, said 
that a great majority of the men, 
at leajt 75 per cent, never carried 
any life insurance before entering 
the service, that they were given the 
war risk insurance at approximately 
$3.50 per month on a $10,000 policy 
and he felt the home community 
should help them to keep up the in- 
surance for a period of ten years af- 
ter discharge until they could read- 
just their affairs to keep it up for 
themselves. 
• He said the 118,000 men in the serv- 
ice from Wisconsin it would cost the 
state about SSO per year for each 
man or a total of $18,800,000 for the 
two years if each man was carrying 
a $10,000 policy, but that many^were 
only . carrying $5,000. 
He said • it 


would cost the average county less 
than $80,000 a year for the two 
years and that unless the boys were 
given some assistance most of them 
would permit their insurance to 
lapse. 


Senator Herman Schultz, Milwau- 


kee member of the committee, asked 
if it would not be money well in- 
vested by the counties, as it would 
prevent poverty in the future and 
probably save the counties many 
times the present cost. 


Glenn 'P. Turner, supporting: the 


bill for the state Federation of La- 
bor, 
quoted Kippling on the treat- 


ment of the soldiers during a war in 
comparison to before and after hos- 
tilities. He said it would cost about 
$3.50 per capita in Wisconsin to pay 
these premiums and that no one 
should begrudge it. 


Senator Fons, Milwaukee, declar- 


ed it did not seem right for'agita- 
tors to want to help the boys who 
are now returning when they did not 
help back them during 
the war. 


Turner resented the statement,' de- 
claring that he did help during tha 
war as he worked in the Four Lakes 
Ordnance plant making rifles. 


John A. McCorrr.ick, representing 


the Milwaukee Association of Com- 
merce, in opposing the bill said the 
government provided the war risk 
insurance for th™ duration of the war 
at from one-quarter to one-third 
the cost of ordinary insurance and 
provided that the soldiers could car- 
ry that protection at the low cost 
for five years after discharge,. 
In 


other words that the government 
was maintaining that insurance at a 
cost of $1,200,000,000 a year; that 
ihe people are paying taxes to cov^r 
that amount and to compel the peo- 
ple to also pay the premium would 
mean not only double taxation, but 
have the people pay the whole cost. 
He showed what it would cost in 
Wisconsin for the two years and ar- 
gued that if the counties aid the 
premiums for the soldiers for two 
years it would be harder for them 
to have to pay it themselves when 
it was converted into a policy in an 
ordinary company.

one class of taxpayers to the detri- 
ment of another class of taxpayers.

000 on the assessment roll which 
was called cash and credits. It car- 
ried the same rate as other prop- 
erty on the tax roll.

is not assessed. 
Only incomes aro 


assessed, but when cash and credits 
were placed on incomes, the rate 
was low r, and it also permitted' a 
personal property offset. 


To show the injustice of the per- 


sonal property offset, let us take 
some examples: A man starts out 
with $20,000 OTi nhort time bank de- 
posits at 3 per cent. 
This brings 


an income of $600-per year, but the 
law allows an SSOO per year offset, 
and so there is no tax to pay. Let 
us make it 540,000, which gives an 
income of S1200_ per year, but the 
returns shows that he is married 
and the law allows him $1200, and 
so he also has no tax to pay.

saved to the farmers in the matter 
of interest charges, and

more saved thru sufficient capital- 
ization of farmers to enable them

L/and board has had difficulties* to 
contend with in the shape of hos- 
tilities on the part of bankers acd 
mortgage companies but the follov/- 
ing shows where some of the oppo- 
sition comas from as plainly as words 
can. 


Until June 5th, 1917, insurance 


policies of farmer mutual insurance 
companies were not accented by 
Land banks. On that date a ruling 
of the federal board .allowed these 
policies to' be accented. The old 
line companies^ liked tnis not "a tall." 
In many sections of the country it 
is impossible to secure abstract^ 


of title to lands and in such sec- 


tions it has been the custom of the 
Land banks under a ruling of the 
federal board to allow insurance of.

Wisconsin apparently is entering 


upon a new and big era in the mat- 
ter of highway improvement Sen- 
timent in the legislature is strong 
for taking a groat step forward. 
Our neighboring; states are consid- 
ering the question of bonding for 
large amounts-to build their roads, 
and the sentiment 
in those states 


is reflected in Wisconsin'. 
We are 


just about to enter 
upon an era 


when we are going to handle a big 
problem in a big way. 


When the State Trunk Highway 


Act was passed in 1917, it meant a 
great step forward in the highway 
movement in Wisconsin. 
It meant 


that for the first time the state 
stepped in AS a unit in laying out a 
state highway, in road-marking it, 
and in maintaining it. 


5,000 Mile System. 


It meant the establishment of a 


system of patrol 
maintenance in 


Wisconsin. It'meant the laying out 
of a 6,000 mile system of state high- 
ways, known as the State Trunk 
Highway System. It meant the de- 
velopment of a standardized mark- 
ing system, which is admittedly the 
best and most scientific in the conn- 
try. 
Finally, It meant » limited 


amount of construction. 


When this bill was passed, many 


good people, judging merely by the 
name, felt that our highway prob- 
lem was solved forever, and that 
we would go right ahead, and had 
sufficient money to build 5,000 miles. 
This .was a wholly erroneous im- 
pression. What the bill did do was 
to provide patrol maintenance, un- 
der which the present highways of 
whatever type were placed, in as 
good shape as their present condi- 
tion would permit and provide an 
adequate system of road-making. 


It made $3,000,000 a year avail- 


able for construction, which is but 
the first step. It would take ?60,- 
000,000 to complete the State-Trunk I 
Highway System, and on the basis' 
of $3,000,000 a yea^-Uiiswould ob- 
viously mean that it wotBd- be nec- 
essary to wait for 17 years to com- 
plete the work. 
It is equally ob- 


vious that the people of the state 
do not want to wait that long. It 
is beyond the expectation of life of 
the average middle-aged man. 


The problem 
remaining to be 


solved is 
that 
of 
construction. 


When we look at oar neighboring 
state, Illinois, with its $60,000,000 
bond issue for highways, Minnesota 
about to hold a referendum on a 
$100,000,000 bond issue, 
Michigan 


on a 550,000,000 bond issue, and 
Iowa talking of a $50,000,000 bond 
issue, the problem appeals to us 
more acutely. 


Apparently at this time we are to 


be helped out of our difficulty. The 
United (States senate has passed a 
bill providing for increasing 
the 


federal aid for highway improve- 
ment by $200,000,000.

yond and above • the original bill,

appropriated 
?75,000,00p. 


Under the original bill Wisconsin 
is' receiving $1,925,416 for federal 
aid, available in the period ending 
June 50. 1921, 
Under 'the amended 


bill, which'has.not only been passed 
by the senate, but favorably acted 
on by the conference committee of 
house and senate, we will receive 
in addition to tHat somewhat over 
$5,000,000. 


• The State Expense. 


The State of 
Wisconsin .• must 


provide an equal amount. 
Under 


the State Trunk Highway act, the 
state met the federal appropriation, 
and required the counties to meet 
this appropriation also. .If we meet 
the added federal appropriation' in 
the same way, it would make a total 
of over $15,000,000, each unit, the 
federal government, the state -gov- 
ernmojit, and the county, each pro- 
viding $5,000,000, all to be available- 
within the next three years. Should 
the legislature provide for meeting 
the federal aid by requiring the 
counties to bear" half and the state 
the other half, it would mean that

much discussed in the .legislature, 
and that is the proposition of in- 
creasing the mileage of the State 
Trunk Highway System, so that it 
will really take in all of _the main 
arteries, probably increasing it to 
7,000 or 7,600 miles. 


Another much mooted matter is 


that of revising our township road 
laws, and eliminating the system 
which divides the township into road 
districts, eacbrin charge of a path- 
master, under which system all road 
taxes collected in a given district 
must be spent in that district, and 
under-.which system a large amount 
of the 'road taxes are worked out 
instead of paid in cash. Under the 
old system there are -13,000 path- 
masters in the state, who are spend- 
ing S5,000,000, a year, a large 
amount >of which is wasted. There 
is a bill before the legislature pro- 
viding for the elimination of the 


pathmaster system, 
and for the 


making of the township the unit 
of highway construction and main- 
tenance, in charge of a township

Eventually this system will come.

lights, as well as autoYnobiles; to 
regulate the width of draft sleighs; 
with reference to the automobile li- 
cense fees; and there undoubtedly 
will be legislation regulating the 
weight of motor'trucks. 


On the whole, we are entering on 


a very bright, era in the matter of 


highway improvement. 
We have 


our State Trunk Highway System 
laid out, we have the' maintenance 
problem fairly well taken care of, 
and we have a splendid road-making 
system, and the indications arc that 
we CE.TI soon increase our construc- 
tion program.

Faulty Alignment 


A more common tire injury is 


shown in illustration G. 
This effect 


is due to faulty alignment of 'the 
front wheels. A bent axle or steer-' 
ing knuckle may be responsible or 
possibly the. demountable rim was 
not perfectly applied. 


Accidents are not always respon-, 


•sible for the front wheels being out' 
cf alignment, but frequently this is ! 
the case. All cars, through no-fault j 
in manufacture, are subject .to this i 
condition, and the first indication 
will be given when you notice the 
tread of one or both tires wearing 
as though a rough file had been used 
on them. If the tread becaraes worn 
through and the fabric affected, then 
the tire is beyong repair. .Correct 
trouble quickly to avoid necessity of 
this. 
There is but one remedy and 


that is care. Test your front wheels 
frequently and be sure that they are 
in proper alignment.

Illustration H shows a tire that 


has been run in ruts. 
Whether the 


ruts in the road are too large or too 
small for the tire, this wear on the 
side walls occurs, regardless. What's 
the answer? 
Keep out of the ruts.
